Lee  Dixon  was  an  All-State,  All-Region,  and  team  Most  Valuable  Player  for 
the  Co-Lin  Wolves  in  1974.  After  Co-Lin  he  played  for  Hardin-Simmons 
University  where  he  made  1976  All  American,  District  6  All-Star,  and  team  most 
valuable  player.  He  led  the  nation  in  scoring  and  rebounding  in  early  1975  and 
1976. 

Dixon  was  drafted  number  six  by  the  Philadelphia  76ers  in  1976,  but  was 
released.  He  played  with  the  Harlem  Globetrotters  from  1976-78.  Dixon  lives  in 
Abilene,  Texas,  and  has  a  daughter  and  two  grandchildren.

James  W.  "Jim  Robbins  played  half-back,  defensive  back  and  ran  track  at 
Co-Lin  1963-65.  He  was  a  two-year  letterman  in  football,  was  selected  Junior

Robbins  graduate  from  Mississippi  College,  Louisiana  University  School  of 
Banking  and  the  National  Lending  School,  Norman,  OK.  He  has  32  years  of  bank- 
ing experience  and  is  currently  city  president  of  State  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in 
Columbia. 

He  is  active  in  his  community  and  church  and  has  received  the  Silver  Beaver 
Award  as  a  result  of  his  work  with  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.
